* TOWN COUNCIL. 


The election by acclamation of M: McCau- 
ley, as first mayor of Edmonton, on Wednes- 
day last, while, no doubt, very pleasing to 
gentleman is not less satisfactory to the large 
majority of the ratepayers of the town. Mr. 
MoCauley has been a resident of Edmonton 
for many yeafs arid has always'taken & pro- 
minent part in public affairs. The fact that 
he was one of the first trustees of the first 
public schoo) in the Territories—started in 
Edmonton in 1881—and has been retained in 
office as school trustec ever since, and that 
hehad been president or director of the Kd- 
monton agricultural society, the oldest in 
the Territories, ever since 1882, is proof of 
hiscapacity for the duties of public office and 
of the approval with which his efforts have 

been met. There isevery reason tébelieve that 
his course as mayor will be characterized by 
the same energy and good judgment, that, 
shown in lesser offices in the past, has won 
for him the public confidence. , 

The large number of condidates for posi- 
tions on the council and their standing, per- 
sonally and commercially, is am excellent 
feature in this important election, The dan- 
ger of municipal mismanagement arises chief- 
ly ‘from the failure of those who have the 
heaviest stake in the town to look olosely and 
actively after ite affairs. ‘They then get into 
bad hands and great injury ts done to the 
place and. everyone in it. It is a mistake for 
anyfone who has hie all invested in » town, 
to look carelessly upon the management of 
ite affairs, and to think that the details of 
municipal government are too trifling to be 
bothered with. There may be very much 
more direct trouble than direct profit in at- 
tending to these matters, but the ultimate 
profit. in having them well attended to, as 

compared with the result of their being ill 

attended to, isalsovery great. If it is to the 

interest of the large property holder or man 
of budindss to give up a part of his time, at- 
tention and business experience for the pub- 
lic benefit, it is quite as much to the interes’ 
of the individual voter to endeavor to elect 
the ‘candidate whom he is satisfied will best 
represent his interests as a citizen of the 
town. 

it is possible that in a scattered town such 
as this local jealousy may be developed to an 
injurious degree—that each man will consi 
der that the town means only the particular 
part in which he lives or holds property. 

While it is quite proper that each man 

should chiefly advocate the interest of his 

own locality ; it is always well to remember 
that if the town were confined to that parti 
eular locality it would not be much of a tow» 
not worth staying in—that there is not 
even enough room within the present corpy 

rate limits for the town we hope to build here 
within the next few years, 80 that whatever 
tends to induce additional investments of ca 
pital in business or building in any part of 
the town ia a benefit to the whole town, and 


should be encouraged by all reasonable 


means.

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LICENSE LAW, 

The Heense law passed at the recent session 
f the Northwest assembly provides that the 
jiw shall be administered by a chief license 
inspectary= by boards of commissioners ap- 
pointed fr@m time to time in each license 
district bythe executive committee, and by 
inspectorsan each licensed district, appointed 
hy the commissioners for that district. The 
chief inspector and the district inspectors may 
be aajaried officers, The commissioners, three 
in each district, are paid $5 a day and their 
ectual travelling expenses when engaged in 
their duties, : 

Hotels-im tewn municipalites must have 
not lesstitan ten bedrooms, in towns having 
150 people Within an area of one square mile, 
not lessthian seven bedrooms, and in other 
places not less than four bedrooms, and also 
stable accommodation for six horses. 

fu all cases the arcommodation mentioned 
must be over that required by the hotel keep- 
er and his family. Bedroom accommodation 
idchudes bedding and furniture, The license 
fee for all hotels is $200 

Wholesale licenses permit the licensee to 
sell in quantities Of not less than one half 
gallon, eXcept i case of bottled liquor, 
which may be sold in not less than two pint 
bottles. In town municipalities only a to- 
bacco business may be earried on in the same 
pro uiises as the liquor store, but orders may 
pe taken in an-cordinary shop or office for 
liquor kept elsewhere, Wholesale drugyists 
wiay sell aleohol up to ten gallons at a time 
ho auy person, and all other liquors up to five 
vallons to a retail drugyist or physician. The 
fee for a Wholesale lieense is 8200. Liquor 
sold undera wholesale license must not be 
consumed on the p emises, 

Town municipalities may levy a lcense 
equal to the amount of the Territorial license; 
waich license fee must be paid before the 
application for Territorial license will be en 
tertained, 

In town municipalities Where the popula- 
tion does not exceed 500 not more than twe 
hotel heenses may be granted, and not more 
than one additional license shall be granted 
for each additional 600 of population, 

Outside of town municipalities an applic. 
ant for any license must obtain the written re. 
commendation ef at least ten ont ef the 20
